1001(a) (False Statement) is 5 years imprisonment, a fine of $1,000,000, a $100 

assessment, a 3 year-year term of sup(5rvised release, an order of restitution, and an obligation to 

pay any applicable interest or penalties on fines or restitution not timely made. Notwithstanding 

the maximum sentence for the federaj charge, Mr. Washington understands that the sentence to 

be imposed in this case will be detemjiined in accordance with the guidelines anl policies 

promulgated by the United States Senjtencing Guidelines Commission, Guidelin es Manual (2004) 



(hereinafter "Sentencing Guidehnes"). Mr. Washington understands that this sentence, including 
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the applicable sentencing guideline range, will be determined solely by the Cour ;, and the 
government cannot and does not make: any promises, representations or predictic ns regarding 
what sentence the Court will impose. Mr. Washington further understands that If the Court 
imposes a sentence greater than that provided in the Sentencing Guidelines range as determined 
by the Court, or which is in any other Way unsatisfactory to him, he cannot withe raw his guilty 
plea. This does not, however, limit Mr. Washington's right to appeal an unlawfij 1 sentence.

6. The United States reserves ^he right to inform the presentence report ^mter and the 
Court of any relevant facts, to dispute ^y factual inaccuracies in the presentence report and to 
contest any matters not provided for in this plea agreement. 

7. Government Concessions : Li exchange for his guilty plea, the goveinment agrees to 
not to oppose Mr. Washington's release pending sentencing and Mr. Washington's voluntary 
surrender to commence serving any sentence which is imposed, provided that M'. Washington 
continues to show his acceptance of responsibility by: (a) cooperating with the \ resentence 
report writer (including answering all tnaterial questions truthfully and providing; all financial 
information requested); (b) cooperating fiilly and truthfully with the Court in any proceeding 
arising from this matter; (c) complying with the other provisions of this agreement; and (d) 
abiding by the conditions set for his release by the Court. Also, subject to other paragraphs in 
this agreement, the United States will not bring any additional criminal charges against Mr. 
Washington in the United States District Court for the District of Columbia or tte Superior Court 
of the District of Columbia for the conduct outlined in the attached Statement of Offense. This 
agreement not to prosecute Mr. Washitagton does not extend to fsderal or local c imes of 
violence as those terms are defined in 18 U.S.C. §16 and D.C. § 23-1331(4). It is understood that 
the United States has no evidence, as of the date of this agreement, of any crimes of violence 

involving Mr. Washington. I

decision regarding his bond status or detention will be made by the Court at the lime of his plea 
of guilty. The Court's decision in the^e regards are not grounds for withdrawal irom this 
agreement.
